HOSPITAL ENDOWMENT FUND 
MEMBERSHIPS INCREASED 
40% IN 1945 


HE $60.00 Memorial Life Member- 

ships in the Shriners’ Hospitals, origi- 
nated to endow the Shriners’ Hospitals for 
all time, continue to be purchased in large 
numbers throughout North America. 
Since the inauguration of this membership 
nearly 100,000 have been sold nationally 
through the 159 Shrine Temples. 

Aleppo Temple’s sales in the past year 
jumped from 854 to 1,227, a gain of 40 per 
cent for the year. 

The sale of 373 memberships through 
Aleppo for the year 1945 swelled the Hos- 
pital Endowment fund by $22,540.00, four 
of the $60.00 memberships being sold for 
an additional £40.00 each. 

These $60.00 Endowment Memberships 
may be purchased by any Shriner, non- 
member or organization and if purchased 
in the name of a Shriner, the membership 
cancels the payment of the annual $2.00 
hospital assessment. 

During the year 1945, eighty-three of 
these hospital memberships were pur- 
chased by friends and organizations inter- 
ested in the work being carried on for un- 
fortunate youngsters through the Shrin- 
ers’ Hospitals for Crippled Children.

They have devoted their 
untiring efforts to the recovery, evacuation 
and salvage of U. S. Army, Japanese and 
civilian vehicles and spare parts, under 
enemy fire in the districts of Ermita, 
Malate and Intramuros. . . . The organiza- 
tion established by these officers is today 
engaged in furnishing and repairing motor 
vehicles for branches of the Common- 
wealth Government.

Defense, 


Basilio J. Valdes 
“Major Gencral, Philippine Army 
“Chief of Staff.”

An excellent com- 
manding officer, he has served as Captain 
of the Guards in Boston Commandery 29 
years. His home, during the past. few years, 
was at Upper Gloucester, Maine. Services 
were held January 4 at Lewiston, Maine 
and committal services were held Janu- 
ary 5, at Wyoming Cemetery, Melrose, hy 
Boston Commandery. 

We shall remember these two grand men 
and their good works for many years.
